Art Swindlers Posed as Members 
Of Rich Families to Dupe Patrons 


Held Private Exhibitions of “Old Masters’”— 
Kansas City Dealer Paid $5000 Down and 
Gave Notes for $15,000 on Fake. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Oct. 25.—Private exhi- 
bitions of “old masters,” with im- 
postors posing as members of 
wealthy families, drew prospective 
buyers into the hands of a ring 
of art swindlers, city officials said 
after an investigation into the so- 
called “million dollar antique 
fraud.” 

The inquiry began with the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Clementine Briggs Do- 
ran at Holyoke. 

The investigation being conduct- 
ed by District Attorney William J. 
Foley and his assistant, Frederick 
T. Doyle, disclosed that Seymour 
Knox of Buffalo, N. Y., had paid 
between $70,000 and $80,000 for two 
pictures. Walstein C. Findley, Kan- 
sas City art dealer, was said _ to 
have been another victim of the 
swindlers, paying $5000 down and 
giving notes of $15,000. more for a 
picture that was a fake. 

Harry F. du Pont Duped. 

Among others victimized was 
Harry F. du Pont of the famous 
Delaware family, who made a pur- 
chase of ship china for the Ander- 
son gallery in New York, and later 
discovered it to be spurious. 

William M. Hekking, director of 
the Albright Art Gallery of Buffa- 
lo, provided much information on 
the swindling ring when he con- 
ferred with the District Attorney 
and Police Inspector Warren -Liese 
yesterday. Hekking told about a 
man, now being sought on an in- 


dictment warrant, who went to 
Buffalo with 37 pictures for a pri- 
vate exhibition. Of these, two were 
genuine while the remainder were 
of almost no value. \ 

$50,000 for’ Worthless Work. 

Later, Hekking said, Knox pur- 
chased a portait of Martha Wash- 
ington at an early age and paid be- 
tween $50,000 and $60,000 for it. 
Purchased for its historical value, 
it was declared absolutely worth- 
less from that standpoint by ex- 
perts. Before this picture was 
found to be spurious, the same 
customer bought a picture of 
Washington and paid about $20,- 
000 for it, Hekking said. Both of 
these deals were negotiated, the 
officials said, by the man now be- 
ing hunted. 


Edward F. Cloran, a Boston 
antique dealer, conferred with the 
District Attorney. He later told 
newspaper men a mar now being 
sought and Mrs. Doran, under 
$20,000 bail on an _ 8 indictment 
charging larceny of more than 
$51,000 from Clinton I. Nash, Bos- 
ton, visited him one day. He said 
they offered him the opportunity 
to purchase some china. They had 
gone to his place in a large auto- 
mobile driven by a chauffeur. He 
went with. them to a hotel where 
he met a woman about 75 years 
old and he got the impression she 
was of a very rich family and had 
the china, he said. He finally de- 
clined the deal.

Paris Government Issues Decree in

PARIS, Oct. 25.—The French 
Government announced that, desir- 
ing to associate Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh for his trans-Atlantic 
flight with the triumphal return 
today of Dieudonne Coste and 
Maurice Bellonte, it had promul- 
gated a decree promoting Lind- 
bergh to the grade of commander 
in the Legion of Honor. 

Coste and Bellonte, home from 
their trans-Atlantic flying adven- 
ture, came in triumph this after- 
noon to Paris. Thousands lined the 
streets to shout themselves hoarse 
in welcome. President Doumergue, 
Premier Tardieu and other mem- 
bers of the Government tendered 
official greetings.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has signed an order 
through which, it is estimated. 
200,000 family heads may obtain 
employment in the postal service 
during the Christmas rush. 

In making known his opinion 
that no special congressional ses- 
sion was needed to deal with em- 
ployment, Mr. Hoover said: 

“The sense of voluntary organi- 
zation and community service in 
the American people has not van- 
ished. The _ spirit of voluntary 
service has been strong enough to 
cope with the problem for the last 
year and it will, I am confident, 
continue in full measure of the 
need.”’ 

Gratifying Co-operation. 

Mr. Hoover also said Col. Ar- 
thur Woods, unemployment relief 
director, had received most grati- 
fying evidence of co-operation by 
State and municipal officials as 
well as industrial leaders and wel- 
fare organizations throughout the 
country. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor is directing its efforts to get- 
ting opportunities for work more 
equally distributed among work- 
ers. Willlam Green, president of 
the organization, said that in 
crises all that could be done was 
to distribute work as widely as 
possible. Shorter working hours 
were needed for labor, he said. 

Charles M. Schwab's prediction 
yesterday of a greater prosperity 
“than America has ever known be- 
fore was followed by a statement 
by James A. Farrell, president of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, expressing the sentiment that 
through co-operation, the steel in- 
dustry could get back where it be- 
longs within 690 days. 

Foresees Auto Trade Revival, 

John J. Raskob, a director of 
General Motors, said he thought 
the automobile industry had 
touched bottom and was slowly 
turning into normal channels. “A 
sharp revival in the autompbile in- 
dustry may be expected to begin 
with the automobile shows in Jan- 
uary,” he said. He also nected a 
pickup in such basic lines as the 
textile and building industrics. 

The Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey stated that while no additionat 
men were being given employment, 
every effort was being made to 
find work through the winter for 
‘regular employes. Delayed imain- 
tenance work, usually put over 
until spring, is being checked, with 
a view toward giving employment 
now instead of next year. 

One firm announcing the re- 
openirg of its Milwaukee plant was 
the Inland Steel Co. of Wisconsin, 
The plant will run 24. hours in 
three shifts, beginning Nov. 35. 

Newspaper Lineage Declines. 

At Chicago, yesterday, a state- 
ment that newspapers have suf- 
fered from industrial depression 
was made by John Benson, presi- 
dent of the American Association 
of Advertising Agencies, to the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations con- 
vention. “Newspaper lineage fell 
off 10.6 per cent during the first 
nine months of 1930,” he said. “It 
was 18 per cent off in August and 
16.3 per cent off in September. 
This is partly due to excessive cir- 
culation. We have had to buy 
too much circulation to reach our 
markets. Another cause was that 
too much space has been wasted 
on flamboyant advertising, which 
costs more than it is worth” 

Request for the release of $125.,- 
000,000 in Federal aid road funds 
to provide employment during the 
winter in the 11 Western states, 
has been made by Henry H. Blood, 
president of the Western Associa- 
tion of Highway Officials and 
chairman of the Utah State Road 
Commission.

Plan Suggested to Circuit 
Judges Would Summon 
Men Centrally, Not to 
Each Court. 


TIME AND MONEY 
SAVING CLAIMED 


Present System Said to Have 


Become Troublesome Po- 
litical Factor Among 
Ward Bosses. 


A plan for the revision of the 
jury system in the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Courts, so that jurors will be 
summoned centrally and distribut- 
ed to the various courts as needed 
instead of being summoned to each 
court, will be submitted to the Cir- 
cuit Judges in general term, Cir- 
cuit Judge Rutledge announced 
today as chairman of a committee 
of judges and lawyers appointed 
recently to consider such a rule. 

The committee approved the ten- 
tative plan yesterday and instruct- 
ed Charlies P. Williams, a lawyer 
member, to draft a rule which 
would conform with the law and 
embody such clauses as would be 
satisfactory to the committee. De- 
tails of the regulation will be 
worked out by a subcommittee con- 
sisting of Williams and two others. 

The plan, Judge Rutledge said, 
is similar to one which has worked 
satisfactorily in Cleveland and De- 
troit, and would reduce the num- 
ber of men summoned for service 
each week to approximately one- 
third of the present number. 

Many Called, Few Chosen, 

According to Judge Rutledge, 
from 1100 to 1200 men are sum- 
moned each week for jury service, 
only a small percentage being used. 
Between 65 and 75 are summoned 
to each of 190 civil divisions and 
about 150 to each of three criminal 
divisions. Under the centralization 
plan, in his opinion, about 150 men 
would be needed for all the civil 
divisions and about 200 for the 
criminal divisions. 

Critics of the existing method of 
summoning jurors have complained 
that the system has proved a pow- 
erful weapon to political workers, 
who have been able to favor voters 
by persuading some Judges to ex- 
cuse them from jury service after 
they have been summoned. In 
some instances, it has been said, 
some Judges have summoned more 
men than they could possibly need 
in order to comply with the re- 
quests of ward and precinct work- 
ers who wished to impress voters 
with their influence. 

Undecided on Details. 

The committee has not decided 
whether the prospective jurors 
should be summoned to one court 
or whether this duty should be ro- 
tated among the Judges. The plan 
which seems to be most favored is 
one under which one group of jur- 
ors would be summoned to the 
Civil Courts Building for service in 
civil courts and another group to 
the Municipal Courts Building for 
service in criminal courts, 

Advantages of the plan, accord- 
ing to Judge Rutledge, include the 
saving in time of citizens on the 
jury list and the saving in jury 
fees to taxpayers. Jurors are paid 
$3 a day, the rate having been in- 
creased last spring from $1.50 a 
day. Jurors who are summoned 
for service but excused receive no 
compensation.

Royal 


Bulgarian-Italian Wedding Party 
Caught in Storm Because Trains to 
Assisi Are Late.

ASSISI, Italy, Oct. 25.—With 
their wedding aftire’ and that of 
their party drenched by rain and 
hail, Princess Giovanna of Italy 
and Czar Boris III of Bulgaria 
were married today in the upper 
basilica of the Church of St. Fran- 
cis here before a gathering of 
Kings, Princes and some of the 
most notable persons of Europe. 

“The ceremony was brief but im- 
pressive, The low mass which was 
scheduled to follow the ceremony 
was omitted at the last moment 
and no mass at all was said for the 
pair, one of whom is a Roman 
Catholic and the other, Boris, a 
member of the orthodox or Greek 
Gatholic church. 


Ilad the wedding been held at 
10 a. m., as had been planned, it 
would have passed off without un- 
pleasant incident and the storm 
which blew up just before 11 would 
have found the entire party at the 
Villa Constanzi, safely beneath 
roofs for the wedding breakfast. 

As it was, the three royal trains 
bearing the wedding party- from 
Pisa arrived nearly an hour and a 
Lalf late and as Princess Giovanna, 
attired in white, stepped from her 
voach onto the red-carpeted plat- 
form, a heavy drizzle commenced. 


Ride in Closed Cars. 

Closed cars were substituted for 
open tonneaus for the drive along 
the streets lined with troops to the 
ehurch. At the basilica’s portal an 
umbrella was held out for Giovan- 
na, who is a pretty blond girl of 
22, but a sudden burst of rain 
caught her. 

So great. was. the congestion of

The Hamburg American steam 
Baden previously had reported to 
\its home office that 18 persons were 
killed or wounded when a shell 
from .'ort Choapachana hit the ship. 
Most of the casualties were said to 
have been Spanish immigrants, 
bound for the Argentine. 

It was stated the Brazilian revo- 
lutionary authorities alleged they 
had intended the shot merely as a 
warning and had hit the ship acci- 
dentally. The ship carried a large 
number of third class passengers. 

Another message from Rio de 
Janeiro said: “Efforts are being 
made by the Brazilian Government 
to settle this regrettable incident 
amicably.” 

The Baden had sailed from Ham- 
burg Oct. 4, 

Whether any Germans were 
among the victims has not yet been 
learned. 

The Baden will remain in port 
several days for repairs. 

The Brazilian Minister of Marine 
visited the German envoy at Rio 
de Janeiro and expressed regret 
over the incident, which he de- 
scribed as an unfortunate circum- 
stance, 


Northern Rebel Commander Re- 
fuses to Obey Junta. 
By the Associated Press. 

PERNAMBUCO, Oct. 25.—Capt. 
Juarez Tavora, commanding the 
Northern revolutionary army, noti- 
fied the Federal garrison comman- 
der at Bahia today that he was 
not yet ready to take orders from 
the military Junta, which has 
taken over the Government of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Capt. Juarez, who has been ad- 
vancing with an army of volun- 
teers and former Federals from 
the State of Sergipe to Bahia, sent 
a message tothe General com- 
manding there demanding his sur- 
render. The Bahia General replied 
he would obey orders of the Junta 
at Rio. 

Capt. Juarez telegraphed back 
he would be glad if the General 
would give in and -avoid useless 
bloodshed, but that he was indif- 
ferent as to whether the General 
accepted his authority. Ho de- 
clared he himself, would not re- 
ceive orders from the Junta until 
the Junta swore obedience to the 
basic principles of democratization 
and moralization cf the regime, 
for which he and the other civil 
and military revolutionaries of ali 
Brazil have fought. 

He continued that when he 
arrived at the City of Bahia he in- 
tended to organize in the name of 
the people a provisional Govern- 
ment under a responsible civilian, 
for, he said, “military men do not 
revolt to gain positions and mili- 
tary men who adhered to the rev- 
olution at the eleventh hour are 
not worthy to exercise such posi- 
tions.”

ALL THEORIES POINT 
TO “SCARFACE AL” 


Newspaper Says Assassina- 
tion Followed Plot 
Against Capone — An- 
other Hoodlum Shot Dead

CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—The ma- 
chine gun murder of Joe Aiello, 
wealthy alcohol king and enemy of 
“Scarface Al’ Capone, was regard- 
ed by police today as a possible 
forerunner for further gang kill- 
ings. The police theory is that 
George (Bugs) Moran, reputed 
partner of Aiello, may be the next 
victim. 

The Chicago Herald and Exam- 
iner says that Aiello’s death “‘halt- 
ed a well organized plot to slay Al 
Capone.” The newspaper adds 
that police had been informed that 
one of the conspirators, believing 
the plot would fail, informed a 
Capone man and the killing of 
Aiello followed. While the police 
were in the midst of their investi- 
gation of the Aiello murder, Acting 
Police Commissioner John Alcock 
ordered the transfer of two Cap- 
tains and 91 other officers. He 
added that another shakeup would 
come soon. 

Unsuccessful in their efforts to 
learn anything from relatives of 
Aiello, the authorities continued a 
hunt for Capone men, including 
Jack McGurn who was indicted but 
never tried for connection with the 
wholesale machine gun assassina- 
tion of seven followers of Moran 
on St. Valentine’s day, 1929. 

Pasquale Prestogiacomo, also 
known as Presto, at whose home 
Aiello had been hiding, and who 
fled after the shooting, continued 
to keep his whereabouts secret as 
police sought him. His attorney, 
Benjamin H. .Vanderveld, prom- 
ised he would produce him today. 
It was in front of Prestogiacomo's 
home that Aiello, trapped by ma- 
chine gun nests on three sides, was 
killed Thursday night. 

Police were confronted with a 
new murder, that of John Guida, 
said to be a minor hoodlum, whose 
body, with a bullet wound in the 
head, was found in a saloon. Joseph 
Liebrock, reputed owner of the 
place,. was arrested. Liebrock was 
suffering from bruises, leading po- 
lice to conclude that Guida may 
have been killed in a saloon brawl. 


RED DISORDERS REPORTED 
IN PRUSSIA AND HOLSTEIN 


One Communist Killed, Nine In- 
jured, in Night Clash With 
Fascists at Dortmund.

BERLIN, Oct. 25.—Serious dis- 
orders in which Communists are 
involved were reported today from 
Prussia and Holstein. At Dort- 
mund one Communist was killed 
and nine were seriously injured. 
In a clash between Fascists and 
Communists in the night. It was 
said by the police that the Hitler- 
ites fired pistols. 

A store of arms, Including 150 
infantry rifles and 7000 rounds of 
ammunition was discovered in a 
police raid on the estate of Baron 
von Landsberg, near Dortinund. 

At Itzehoe, Holstein, 200 Com- 
munists attempted to storm the 
town hall during a City Council 
meeting. The police drove them 
back with their sticks. A large 
number of Communists were in- 
jured and several arrested.

It also is planned that in the 
future only native-born’ Brazil- 
ians shal] occupy public office. 


Notes to Foreign Envoys. 


As a prelude to obtaining recog- 
nition abroad the Foreign Minis- 
try has notified diplomatic and 
consular representatives in  for- 
eign countries that the revolution 
which upset the Government in 
Rio de Janeiro was a bloodless af- 
fair, conducted with order, and 
that its aim was to unite the Bra- 
zilian people. 

Telegrams exchanged between 
heads of the junta and those in 
charge of the states which backed 
the revolution are wholly congrat- 
ulatory in character and stir the 
belief here that the revolutionists 
in the field will join with those 
in the capital in working out some 
form of new government, 

Dispatches from the north in- 
dicate, however, that Capt. Juarez 
Tavora may have ideas of his own 
as to constitution of a new regime. 
This officer, who began the revolt 
in the northern State of Pernam- 
buco and accumulated a large 
army as he pushed through the 
states of Parahyba, Alagoas, Ser- 
gipe and down into Bahia, is ex- 
pected here by airplane. 

Ex-President a Prisoner. 

The deposed President, Wash- 
ington Luis, is still held a prisoner 
in Fort Copacabana. Revolution- 
ary authorities said this morning 
the former executive had not ac- 
tually signed a decree of resigna- 
tion but had bowed to the will of 
the military men. 

In Rio de Janeiro business went 
on as usual this morning, with 
stores and coffee shops open. No 
alcoholic beverages were sold, 
however, by order of the Chief of 
Police. This official also ordered 
that no person could leave the 
capital without a pass for safe 
conduct issued by his department. 

There is little apparent animos- 
ity toward the. deposed President, 
who generally was regarded as 
honest in his convictions but sur- 
rounded with a military and official] 
family which many in the nation 
found objectionable. The military 
junta in a night-long meeting de- 
cided to hold the deposed Minister 
of Justice, Vianna do Castello, and 
the deposed Minister of War, Gen, 
Sezefredo dos Passos, as prisoners, 
setting free other members of the 
cabinet, all of whom had been ar- 
rested.

LONDON, Oct, 25.—David Lloyd 
George, former Prime Minister, 
protested in a speech at Cow- 
bridge, Wales, yesterday against 
the British Government's new dec- 
laration on its Palestine policy. 

The former Premier said that he 
wanted to associate himself fully 
with the protest signed by former 
Premier Baldwin, former Secretary 
Sir Austen Chamberlain and for- 
mer Colonial Secretary Leopold 
Amery against the statement is- 
sued by the Colonial Office on the 
future administration of Palestine. 
Then he continued: 

“At a time in the war (1917) we 
were anxious to secure the good 
will of the Jewish community 
throughout the world on the side 
of the allies. The Balfour declara- 
tion about Palestine was a gesture, 
not merely on our part but on the 
part of the allies, to secure that 
valuable support. It was prepared 
after much consideration, not 
merely of its policy but of the 
actual wording, by representatives 
of all the allies and associated 
countries, including America and 
eur Dominion Premiers. 

Solemn Pledge Revoked. 


“Now, without consulting the 
United States, France, Italy, Bel- 
the 


gium or our own dominions, 
British Government flaunts a state- 
ment which, in substance, is a 
revocation of a good part of a sol- 
emn pledge given ata most solemn 
moment. 

“we shall not reconcile the 
Arabs: but we shall alienate an 
even more powerful race, and what 
is more, British honor will be tar- 
nished. Britain is to be held up 
throughout the world as ‘perfidious 
Albion.’ 

“T can understand those “who 
want us to scuttle out of Palestine 
altogether taking that line, but the 
majority of the people of this coun- 
try aren’t scuttlers, whether in In- 
dia or Palestine, and they mean to 
stand up for their responsibilities 
and the pledges of the empire in 
both. 

No Injustice to Arabs. 

‘T earnestly hope the Govern- 
ment will reconsider their attitude. 
I can hardly think they have given 
full consideration to its implica- 
tions, 

“I am in favor of treating both 
races upon a basis of equality, but 
there’s no inustice to the Arabs 
involved in the policy adopted by 
the allies. It isn’t a question of 
expropriating the Arabs. No Arab 
has yet been forcibly expropriated. 
no Arab has even been bought of 
land which he was adequately cul- 
tivating. But surely the Jews can- 
not be excluded from settling in 
the land of their ancestors. 

“We must never forget that the 
glory of Palestine is Jewish and 
that therefore that great race has a 
special interest in developing and 
restoring the prosperity of a land 
which once upon a time flowed 


-with milk and honey.”

Thompson and Treasurer Ob- 
tain Reversal of Award in 
Iinois Supreme Court. 


By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFISLD, IIL, Oct. 25.— 


Finding that Mayor William Hale 
Thompson and George Harding 
were not guilty of wrong conduct 
in connection with the employment 
of experts in Chicago's city beauti- 
ful plan, the Supreme Court today 
reversed the verdict against them 
which was brought by the Chicago 
Tribune to force the Mayor and 
City Treasurer to refund $2,245,- 
604.52 to the city. 

The Tribune charged that 
Thompson and Harding were a 
part of a conspiracy to retain fees 
paid to real estate experts. Judge 
Hugo Friend found them guilty. 

Declaring that all the circum- 
stances relied upon as proof that 
Thompson and Harding were mem- 
bers of an Blleged conspiracy and 
were guilty of intentional, deliber- 
ate and wrongful conduct fell 
“short of their mark,” the court 
held that it was not enough to con- 
tend that the acts of Thompson 
and Harding “dovetailed” with cer- 
tain acts of the alleged conspirators 
in diverting public funds. 

Rejects State’s Argument. 

“In other words,” the court held, 
‘It igs not enough to say that in the 
absence of the actions of Thompson 
and Harding as public officers, the 
money could not have been wrong- 
fully diverted. On the same argu- 
ment, the City Treasurer, who is 
admittedly innocent of any wrong- 
doing, coulé be found clearly guilty 
since he signed the warrants. 

“Clearly the experts could not 
have obtained the large fees in the 
absence of action of the City Treas- 
urer and yet it would be illogical 
to argue that for this reason the 
City Treasurer would have been a 
member of the alleged conspiracy. 

“Tt would likewise be illogical in 
this cage to assume that Harding is 
guilty because the warrants and 
vouchers passed through his office 
and were approved by the city em- 
ployes and because his facsimile 
signatures appeared on the war- 
rants and in the absence of this ac- 
tion by Harding’s office, the ex- 
~perts could not have received their 

ay. 
rae Analyzing the Evidence. 

“The same is true as to the con- 
tention that Thompson is liable 
because his ljthograph signature 
appeared on the warrants. These 
circumstances taken at their high- 
est evidential value could at most 
only indicate that Thompson and 
Harding were guilty of negligent 
omission in failing to prevent . the 
isbsuance of these warrants bear- 
ing their fac-simile signature in 
payment of these experts’ fees.” 

Justce Orr, who prepared the 
opinion, said that the evidence 
showed the three experts received 
from the city all the fees in ques- 
tion and that there was no evi- 
dence that Thompson and Harding 
received any of the fees. He said 
that evidence purporting to show 
in detail what Lyons and Marigold, 
two of the experts, did with the 
money indicated clearly that neith- 
er Thompson nor Harding received 
any of the fees.

one’s weight, and the reduction 
should be made gradually. Often, 
ene item of food, such as butter 
or cream, if eliminated from the 
diet, has been known to reduce a 
person one-half pound a day, Bax- 
ter declared. 

The speaker criticised the “rapid 
weight-reducing fads,” saying they 
were injurious to health. ‘“Single- 
food diets, such as eating nothing 
but spinach or orange juice three 
times a day are extreme, dan- 
gerous and will leave you under- 
nourished,” Dr. Baxter said. 

Improper food, setting up a 
toxic condition, causes cancer and 
78 per cent of the cases are per- 
sons suffering from obesity. 

Swimming is the best possible 
exercise for fat and lean people, 
Dr. Baxter said. For thin persons, 
swimming, especially in cool water, 
stimulates the growth of fatty tis- 
sues just underneath the skin. For 
fat persons, the exercise, prefer- 
ably in a warm water, reduces the 
tissue by oxidization. 

Dr. Baxter spoke at the confer- 
ence of the Vocational Home Mak- 
ing Teachers.

800 Cases of Brew; 200 of 
Whisky Shipped From 
Canada Valued at 
$25,000, Dry. Chief Says. 


A carload of Canadian beer and 
liquors, seized yesterday by Fed- 
eral prohibition agents, was con- 
signed to the same fictitious lum- 
ber company as another carload of 
which agents seized a half portion 
10 days ago in a warehouse at 8 
South Second street. 


Both shipments were consigned 
from the Forest Products Co. of 
Vancouver, B. C., to the Chicago 
Lumber Co., at Chicago. In both 
cases the shipment was rebilled at 
Minneapolis as 1300 bundles of 
shingles and laths and consigned 
over the Canadian Pacific to the T. 
Bruns Lumber Co. of East St. Louis, 
an apparently fictitious name. 

After agents had seized the half 
carload at the South Second street 
warehouse, they located the car 
but found that it had been unload- 
ed. For the second shipment, how- 
ever, they had information which 
enabled them to watch the car from 
the time it was_spotted on the 
North Market street team tracks 
of the Wabash, Wednesday, until it 
was seized last night after a vain 
wait for its consignees to come and 
unload it. 

Deputy Administrator Dillon 
said that behind the shingles and 
lathes in the doorways were piled 
approximately 800 cases of beer 
and 200 cases of whisky. He 
placed the value of the shipment 
at bootleg prices at approximately 
$25,000. The beer was labeled 
Pilsener Lager. The liquors in- 
cluded Old Colonel Bourbon, Sher- 
iff’s Gold Bond Rare Whisky, Four 
Aces and Bardinet brandies and as- 
sorted liquors. 

The source of the information 
which made the seizure possible 
Dillon declined to disclose, but it 
is understood to be the same that 
enabled him to seize the liquor in 
the warehouse on Second street. 

The shipment was guarded last 
night by prohibition agents armed 
with riot guns against the possi- 
bility of an attempt by bootleggers 
to seize the car and unload it. 
During the night it was moved to 
the Humboldt yards of the Wabash 
at 8200 North Broadway. An or- 
der for its destruction was issued 
today by Federal Judge Faris. 


NEGRO DRIVER ADMITS THEFT 
OF SEVERAL THOUSAND BRICKS 


Four Men to Whom He Says He 
Made Sales Also Are 
Arrested. 

The disappearance of several 
thousand bricks, reported by the 
Hydraulic Press Brick Co,, 1337 
South Kingshighway, was explained 
yesterday with the arrest of a Ne- 
gro wagon driver and four men 
who are said to have bought bricks 
from him, one of them having built 
a brick garage. Warrants charg- 
ing the purchasers with receiving 

stolen property will be sought. 

The Negro employe, watched by 
detectives, was arrested as he 
started to unload 800 bricks in the 
rear oOf.2229 Cooper street. He 
was boked as Charles Thomas, 3327 
Laclede avenue, and admitted, po- 
lice reported, that he had stolen 
the brick and was to receive 80 
cents per 100 for them.

THREE TIMES AS MANY APPLY

Provident Association’s 
Show 468 Families in Oc- 
tober So Far. 

Nearly three times as many ap- 
plications for assistance have been 
received from needy families so 
far in October as during the same 
period of the month a year ago, it 
was announced today by officers 
of the St. Louis Provident Associa- 
tion. 

The rate of application is greater 
than at any time since last Febru- 
ary, it was stated. During the first 
23 days of October, 468 fawilies 
applied for help, against 165 for 
the corresponding peridd in Octo- 
ber, 1928. 

Expenditures for relief. during 
October amount so far to approxi- 
mately $6000 and are expected to 
reach $9000 by the end of the 
month. This will mean an over- 
expenditure for’ October alone of 
$1300, despite the apportionment 
of special emergancy gifts, which, 
since July 1, have amounted to 
$4650.

BURROUGHS ADDING 
MACHINE HEAD DIES 


Joseph A. Boyer, 82, Chair- 
man of Board and Formerly 
President. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 25. —Jos- 


eph A. Boyer, 82 years old, chair- 
man of the board of the Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine Co,, died 
here yesterday afternoon. He had 
been ill with pneumonia six days. 


Born in Peckering,. Ont., in 
1848, Boyer developed skill in me- 
chanics while a boy, during his 
early life he produced a number 
of inventions, chief of which was 
the pneumatic hammer, since a 
most important factor in manu- 
facturing and construction. 

It was while he operated a ma- 


gd in 1866, that he invented the 
pneumatic hammer. It was also 
there that he first became associat- 
ed with Willian. Seward Bur- 
roughs, who made the first Bur- 
roughs adding machine in 1864. 

In 1888, Boyer formed the Boy- 
er Machine Co. to manufacture the 
hammer, air drill and railway re- 
corder which he had invented in 
his machine shop. Eleven years 
later, that company was moved 
from Sst. Louis to Detroit and 
merged with the Chicago Pneu- 
matic Tool Co. 

In 1898 Boyer first became of- 
ficially connected with the com- 
pany manufacturing computing 
machines. The firm then was 
known as the American Arithmom- 
eter Co. and Boyer was elected 
vice president and _ director. In 
1902 he was elected president and 
two years later the company was 
moved from St. Louis to Detroit. 
In 1905 the Burroughs Adding Ma- 
chine Co. was organized here to 
supplant the arithmometer com- 
pany and Boyer was elected presi- 
dent. He served in that capacity 
until 1920 when he was elected 
chairman of the board. 

He is survived by four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Henry E. Candler, Mrs. 
R. Boyer Miller and Mrs. Standish 
Backus, Detroit; and Mrs. Harold 
S. Chase, Santa Barbara, Cal., and 
a son, Frank H. Boyer, Los An- 
geles.

The witness said Grover was 
credited with a salary of $5000 
annually plus “all amounts he 
brought in to the company” and 
was charged with all he drew, in- 
cluding amounts paid for personal 
bills. 

Mrs. Anna A. Grover, the widow, 
and her father, Anton Stauss, were 
questioned by Harry Barker, rep- 
resenting Trustee in Bankruptcy 
Henry Kirchner, in an effort to 
determine ownership of a farm 
near Florissant and the Stauss- 
Grover residence in Ferguson. 


‘Stauss said he had paid for both 


the farm and the home with his 
own money, although Grover lived 
with him and had paid mainte- 
nance bills at both places during 
his absence. In response to a 
question by his own attorney, 
Stauss, a retired baker, said his 
income is “a little better than 
$2000 monthly.” 

Mrs. Grover said she was un- 
familiar with the business of the 
bankrupt company and had been 
an officer and stockholder in name 
only. Sh said she had collected 
$25,000 in insurance since her 
husband's death. 

Soon, after Grover’s death sev- 
eral banks instituted an investiga- 
tion to determine how many forged 
automobile mortgages he had pre- 
sented as collateral when he ob- 
taind loans aggregating $92,000.

Just as in 1928, when the most important contest 
was the race'for Circuit Attorney between the incum- 
bent, Howard Sidener, and Franklin Miller, so the 
most important one this year is the race for Prose- 
cuting Attorney between Judge Harry P. Rosecan 
and Sartorius. The Bar Association indorsed Miller 
in 1928 and he was elected by the biggest majority 
ever given a Democrat in St. Louis. The issue, 
however, was not derided by partisan considera- 
tions. Sidener’s pitiful record in office accounted 
for his downfall. 

In the Bar Association poll Sartorius received 
334 votes to Rosecan’s 209. As we pointed out at 
the time, this was almost a complete reversal of the 
results between Democratic and Republican nomi- 
nees for some of the other offices. More than 
in any other contest, it indicates the feeling of the 
Bar Association that Rosecan is not qualified for 
the office he seeks. We would go farther and say 
that Rosecan is not qualified for any public office. 
While sitting on traffic cases in Police Court, Rose- 
can accepted free rides from the Canary Taxicab 
Co. At the time the incident became public, Rose- 
can offered to produce receipts for fares paid. Sev- 
eral years have elapsed, but the public is no longer 
waiting for him to doso. It has concluded that the 
receipts do not exist. 

We urge support of the whole Bar Association 
ticket, and particularly its selection for Prosecuting 
Attorney. Mr. Sartorius, whatever he may leave 
to be desired as a candidate, deserves election over

THE MARSHALL RESOLUTION. 

The Missouri Association of Municipal Utilities, 
meeting at Marshall the other day, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: : 

We commend to the attention of all Missouri 


municipalities that it is neither legally necessary 
nor advisable to renew franchises that have 


expired. 

This association is only two years old, but its 
original membership of nine has grown to 21, and 
all of the 21 cities were represented at the Marshall 
convention. The reason for the association’s growth 
and earnestness is well understood; it is the experi- 
ence of those cities under the State’s regulation of 
public utilities through the Public Service Commis- 
sion. That experience can be told in few words— 
higher rates, and the helplessness of cities to control 
rates. 

It may well be that in many instances higher rates 
were justified. That is not the point. The point is 
that these Missourt cities want to be in a position to 
do their own bargaining with their own public utili- 
ties. They want to have something to say about the 
price their citizens pay for light, gas, water, trans- 
portation. To be sure, they have their day in court 
before the Public Service Commission; but the dis- 
advantages of any city, big or small, in litigation 
with a utility corporation are well known. 

What these cities want is home rule. They know, 
of course, that the public utility companies must have 
living rates; that they must make a fair profit on 
their actual investment. But what the investment is 
and what those rates should be are matters which 
these cities believe themselves competent to deter- 
mine and, in justice and sound business practice, 
should determine. They have learned that, once a 
franchise is given to a public utility company, their 
control over rates has gone. 

The purpose of the Missouri Association of Mu- 
nicipal Utilities is to recapture control of their util- 
ities by refusing to renew expired franchises, as ex- 
pressed in the Marshall resolution. This resolution 
does not, in our opinion, pronounce the Public Service 
Commission a failure. Apart from rate-making the 
commission has many important functions to perform 
for which it is eminently qualified. But‘the price 
which the people of any city pay for a public service 
is a question on which the people who have to pay 
should, obviously, be consulted and, in the end,

In the past 40 years there have been seven 
major depressions in this country, including this 
one. The duration of the definite decline from 
the last real prosperity month to the bottom of 
the depression in the first of the seven was 12 
months. In the second one it was also 12 
months, and in the third it was 12 months. In 
the panic of 1907 the decline lasted only 10 
months. In the depression of 1913-14 the decline 
lasted 15 months. In the post-war Wepression it 
lasted 12 months. This one has lasted 14 months. 

The readjustments that start recovery on its 
way work themselves through in relatively uni- 
form periods of time. Excess stocks of goods get 
worked off. Shortages develop. Idle hands seek 
employment. Business men and industrialists 
call on their reserves of initiative. Decreased 
costs of construction stimulate new building. 
These forces ferment silently and invisibly. 
Finally they become effective and apparent. They 
are at work now, and they will bring recovery 
from this depression as they always have from 
former depressions.

OPEN SEASON IN SOUTH AMERICA. — 


Lord Thomson, a Peaceful War Lord 


British Aviation Minister, lost in R-101 crash, forced by duties to prepare for war 
in air, hopfng it would never come; professional soldier and Socialist, retired 
General and pacifist; thought his pilots “too good to be uged in killing other 
people;” viewed arms reduction as hope of mankind, but feared it was still distant.

HO had ever heard of a professional 

soldier who spent his life in the army, 

who served in France as a Major-Gen- 
eral, who was retired as a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, and yet had sufficient sympathy with 
the masses of men whom he had command- 
ed all his life, to run for office on a Social- 
ist platform, in a constituency where a 
Socialist candidate had mo chance for elec- 
tion? Such a unique personality was Lord 
Thomson, British Minister of Aviation, who 
with 47 other men lost his life in the recent 
R-101 dirigible disaster. 

Lord Thomson was one of the few Labor 
lords in the House of Lords. He was ele- 
vated to the peerage on the recommenda- 
tion of Ramsay MacDonald during the first 
Labor Government. When I met Lord 
Thomson in Canada a few years ago, he 
stated very modestly that chance had 
thrust a title upon him. He was living in 
retirement on the half-pay of a Brigadier- 
General when, for want of something to do, 
he decided to contest a constituency for the 
Labor party. He was badly defeated in the 
election. 

When the Labor Government came to 
power, it needed two military men to fill 
two military positions in the Cabinet—those 
of War and of Aviation. But military men 
of preminence who sympathize with Labor 
policies were scarce. MacDonald remem- 
bered the General who had gone down in 
defeat for his party and summoned Thom- 
son to London to accept the portfolio of 
Aviation. He had no seat in Parliament, 
and because MacDonald could get no one to 
vacate a seat for him, he elevated Thomson 
to the peerage and thus made him eligible 
for a Cabinet office. 

When the MacDonald Government was 
defeated, Lord Thomson found himself a 
peer of the realm with all the dignities 
that a title imposed, and the pay of a re- 


tired General. He recouped himself finan- 


cially by lecturing in the happy hunting 
grounds for titled lecturers. This was 
Thomson's apology for possessing a title. 
The provinciais in Canada failed to see 
through his modesty. In England, I learned 
that Thomson was a distinguished soldier 
and gentleman, whom the Laborites wanted 
to represent them in the House of Lords.

This summer, in company with a group 
of Americans, I was the guest of Lord Thom-

I had always pictured War 
Lords as hardened, brutal militarists. Here 
was one with a love for humanity, who 
could not sleep at night because of what 
he knew to be in store In the next war. 


“The hope of mankind.” he said, “is in 
limiting or abolishing armaments.” He dis- 
cussed the London Naval Conference. Even 
though all the participants were allies in 
the World War, they had difficulty in 
agreeing on limitations. While vowing 
eternal friendship, they found it hard to 
limit arms. He did not believe that the 
abolition of armaments was possible for 
some time. 

England, he pointed out, must live in a 
state of constant preparédness. Four hours 
after a declaration of war, more than 1000 
airplanes can be attacking London. On 
all the British flying fields, aviators are 
constantly prepared to launch their planes 
in a few seconds, should emergency arise. 


Thomson seemed to feel that the day of 
the battleship is done. “Of what avail is a 
fleet moving at 20 to 25 miles an hour 
against an airplane traveling 200 miles per 
hour?” he asked. “The Mediterranean has 
ceased to be a sea. Every acre of it can 
be bombed from air. Even torpedoes can 
be launched from airplanes with speed and 
accuracy. Fourteen hundred airplanes. lo- 
cated on land bases in France, Italy, Turkey 
and the Balkan states, are ready to attack 
ships in the Mediterranean.” 


When asked whether armament firms 
play a part in the demand for greater pre- 
paredness, he stated that Shearers are pres- 
ent among all peoples, and that the eco- 
nomic factor is an important one in arma- 
ment building. He pointed out that the 
United States might spend $840,000,000 in 
the next five years on its navy. Of that 
sum, most will be spent on steel and will 
go to the United States Steel and Bethlehem 
Steel corporations. If that sum were not 
to be spent, thousands of men would be 
unemployed and even these corporations 
would face bankruptcy. But that same 


money, he suggested, might be used for 
building steel islands in the Atlantic, placed 
500 miles apart, so that air travel between 
the United States and Europe could be 
facilitated. These islands would be smali

UY MAIER and Lee Pattison, 

the Siamese twins of the piano, 

opened the Principia concert 
and lecture course last night at 
Howard Hall before the usual en- 
thusiastic audience. These two 
artists are making what is said to 
be their farewell tour as joint rec- 
italists. Presumably they will con- 
tinue, separately, to exercise their 
unusual talents, but even so, the 
dissolution of the team will leave 
a perceptible void. 

The greater part of their pro- 
gram was made up of compositions 
that had to he arranged for two 
pianos. As the literature for two 
pianos is relatively small, _ this 
would naturafly be the case, nor 
would it be unexpected to find that 
the transfer from one medium to 
another had involved a certain loss 
in values. 

It may be considered a tribute 
to Messrs. Maier and Pattison 
that one was hardly ever made to 
realize that there had been a 
transfer. Debussy’r “Afternoon of 
a Faun,” for instance, is obviously 
intended to make the most of cer- 
tain timbers in an orchestra—of 
the flute and the sustaining power 
of the strings. Nevertheless Maier 
and Pattison were amazingly suc- 
cessful in capturing the essential! 
mood of this composition—a _ task 
that involved the closest rapport 
between the two performers and 
the deftest possible manipulation 
of the pedals. 

The twin pianos also scored ef- 
fectively with their opening num- 
ber, Chopin's ‘“‘“Rondo, in C Major,” 
and in the Bach-Bauer Fantasia 
and Fugue in A Minor. The latter 
was timed in such a way as to em- 
phasize its more obvious poetic 
qualities rathér than its depths.

NEW ORLEANS, 
STOPPED in New Orleans for 
| a day. homeward bound from a 
hasty trip to Texas. 
New Orleans is one American 
city preserving the sweeping charm 


of its antiquity. The old city, or 
French Quarter, continues to weave 
a romantic dream of a swash- 
buckling past. Ancient porticos 
span narrow sidewalks an@ mellow 
mansions that stood more than 200 
years ago stand untouched. 

Only the inhabitants change. The 
Creoles springing from that proud 
mixture of Spanish and French 
blood have almost vanished. To 
the quarter swarmed Italians and 
a sprinkling of Negroes. But 
architecturally it is intact. Even 
the Old Absinthe House and An- 
toine’s have withstood the carking 
tooth of Time. 


The old city is so tightly stuffed 
with tradition that in its magic ev- 
ery little side alley becomes a bou- 
levard and each forgotten patio a 
glade. There is an ecstatic ring to 
the street jangle and even the 
winds, soft and amorous, seem to 
swirl in a passionate adagio. New 
Orleans was fashioned for poets 
and love. 


Too, there are convents. with 
high-walled gardens, the old slave 
market, graceful cathedral spires 
like white fingers pointing upward 
and always fragrance of blooming 
flowers. So rapturous is the illu- 
sion it was’ a shock upon quitting 
the section to come upon a man 
in plus fours smoking an Ameri- 
can cigarette. 

The city’s main business artery, 
Canal street, rivals famous thor- 
oughfares of the world.

The 
city to him is a religion and he 
loves it with a sublimated frenzy.

‘They have utter- 
ly ruined it,” he,said, with a quiver 
in his voice. 


EW ORLEANS is a paradise 


for antique prowlers. There 
seems to be block after block of 
nothing but shops of this sort.

HIS city was hewed out of the

mortality rate is low. Due to 
marshlands, cemeteries are above 
ground and caskets are not placed 
in earth but in stone crypts.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—All sal- 
ary increases for city officials and 
workers, high and low, were elim- 
inated from the city’s budget yes- 
terday in a special executive ses- 
sion of the Board of Estimate. 

The sweeping action, completed 
in less than 24 hours, a cycle that 
included the discovery of secret 
pay rises for ten high city officials, 
three of whom instigated and vot- 
ed for their own increases, a po- 
litical attack by Charles H. Tuttle 
and others, a showdown by high 
officials for all increases to go ifs 
theirs were denied, and an an- 
nouncement by Mayor Walker that 
the eliminations were a blanket 
administration policy. 

Yesterday's action was taken at 
a special session called during the 
luncheon hour by the Mayor after 
open hearings of the board had 
been adjourned. The session was a 
stormy one. The decision, which 
was made ‘unanimous at the end, 
eliminated not only the $67,250 in- 
creases voted in a secret meeting a 
week ago, but $187,750 in other 
heretofore undiscovered increases 
for lesser employes. The action 
brings the budget total slightly be- 
low $621,000,000.

Against an array of elaborate gifts, 
sent by a dozen governments to 
Adis Ababa, Abyssinia, for the 
coronation of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassi, Nov. 2, the United States un- 


officially will match a radio, @ 
refrigerator, a typewriter, three 
motion picture films and 500 rose 
bushes. 

As decreed by custom, the offi- 
cial United States gift will consist 
solely of an autographed photo- 
graph of President Hoover in a 
costly frame. 

At the instance of a citizen not 
connected with the government, 
several motion picture and indus- 
trial concerns, national societies 
and other institutions have dis- 
patched individual gifts to bolster 
the United States representation at 
the coronation, forecast as the 
greatest pageant to be held in 
Africa since the time of the Queen 
of Sheba. 

Already the delegation appoint- 
ed by President Hoover, bearing 
his photograph, has arrived at 
Adis Ababa. Headed by H. Mur- 
ray Jacoby, special Ambassador, 
the group was presented to the 
new emperor of Ethopia amid the 
booming of a 17-gun salute.
